b. Souvanna departs for France to- 
morrow, probably not to return until 
after the Geneva Conference is buttoned 
up. During the interim, we anticipate 
an uneasy peace in Laos , but look for 
the.

The Viet Cong has warned Europeans in South Vietnam to carry 
identity cards in order to distinguish themselves from Americans 
Although it is premature to draw a firm conclusion, such a warn- 
ing, taken with the recent flurry of grenade bombings in Saigon, 
would seem to imply that US personnel are to be a special target 
of Communist harassment . 


C. Egyptian Foreign Minister Fawzi , with Cuba in mind, went out 
of his way earlier this week to assure Ambassador Badeau that 
the upcoming Cairo conference of neutral nations would eschew 
polemics and stick strictly to its economic knitting. 

D. The Finns are again attempting to persuade us that they must 
provide their forces with modern defensive arms, including 
guided missiles, in order to maintain their independence and 
fend off future Soviet pressure for military "consultations" 
under the 1948 treaty . 

E. In Turkey, Inonu has resumed his efforts to form a new govern- 
ment, and the prospects for his doing so sometime in the next 
few days nov/ appear to be fairly good. 

F. The Thais , their blood pressure still running high over the 
International Court of Justice ruling in favor of Cambodia 
on the Preah Vihear temple case, say their decision to boy- 
cott both SEATO and the Geneva conference on Laos still 
stands. 
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
